Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 8-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 8 is indefinite because it is incomplete , being multiple-dependent claim depending on 
canceled claims 1-4. 

Claim 9 is indefinite because it is incomplete, being multiple-dependent claim depending on 
canceled claims 1-4. 



3. Claims 5-7, 16, 17, 19, 20 , 21-22 , 23-40 are allowed.
